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COLONEL BARN1 8’ BACKUS. 

Nineteen thoroughbreds, the property of Col. 
W. B. Barnes, were shipped from Lexington to 
Louisville on Monday. They were in charge of 
trainer Scott Williams, who last year success* 
fully handled, for bis present employer, a small 
bunch of select youngsters. 

The bright particular star of the stable is that 
most reliable racing filly Lady Elite. During 
the entire past season she was a consistent 
performer, h credit to her sire. Order, and to 
her dam, Bonita Belle, that established herself 
as a great matron by producing Beau Ideal, 
Caprivi, Ideal Beau, and last but not least, Lady 
Elite. Lady Elite, as well as her stable com- 
panion, Bcarlet Lily, is engaged in the Oaks, 
and the daughter of Order eeems, on form and 
class, to have a royal chance to be returned the 
winner. 

Toward the end of the season last year the 
filly, Scarlet Lily, bsgan justifying her train- 
er's claim that she was a good filly, by winning 
first a maiden race at 54 furlongs, which she 
followed up by winning a handicap at one mile 
from a good field. 

Of the five two-year-old colts which Mr. 
Barnes has concluded to race, there can be told 
a peculiar and somewhat interesting history. 
One he bought from Mrs. B. J. Treacy, because 
he was eelling for comparatively nothing. An- 
other was sick in New York and wes not offered 
at the sale, but turned over to Dr. Sheppard, 
who sent him to Kentucky as soon as he was 
well enough to make the trip. Two of the 
others were passed out of the ring at Madison 
Square Garden without a bid being made on 
them. The fifth one, Advice, by Fordham— 
Listen, by Whisper, does not belong to Mr. 
Barnes, but is owned by Mr. Alex Hall. 

One can never tell what the future of a colt 
may be on his looks in the sale riDg. Around 
the ringside where Mr. Barnes sold his colts 
sat some of the best judges of thoroughbred 
horseflesh iu the world. They could see noth- 
ing attractive in the colts that were passed 
out, yet Mr. Barnes has had these same <*olts 
broken, and although not tried to the limit, 
they have shown enough for the proprietor of 
Melbourne’s, shrewd horseman that he is, and 
at one time a conspicuous character on the 
turf with a great strirg of racehorses, that 
they will do to go after the money. Melbourne’s 
fillies were bringing, when put up, about a 
tithe of what they were worth, and wise seems 
the coarse that these highly-bred ones he re- 
tained for racing and for broodmares rather 
than be sacrificed at the prices that at that 
time prevailed for iillieB. 

Mr. Barnes did not go voluntarily into the 
race horse business. The price his yearlings 
would have brought is a mere bagatelle to a 
man who was in the habit when on the turf of 
playing high for high stakes, and he preferred 
rather than sell them for figures ridiculously 
low, te race the youngsters until they at least 
showed enough pablic form to command prices 
commensurate with their individual worth. 
Then with the good fillies— The Lady in Bine, 
Lady Elite and 8carlet Lily aB a nucleus for a 
big stable, he added the thirteen two-year-olds 
and all have gone to Louisville to receive their 
preparation for the spring campaign.

THE TORONTO MEETING. 

Responsive to the declaration that this is a 
growing time in Canada, its premier jockey 
club has broadened out in two directions. At 
its spriDg meeting, which this year will open 
on the queen’s birthday, the 24th of May, and 
close on Saturday, the 2d of June, no purse 
will be “carded” of less value than $100, and 
the limit of the meeting is two days more than 
last year. 

It is also quite possible that a few changes 
for the better will be recorded in the condition- 
ing of the races, and if there is any chanae 
made in the stakes it will be to add a little to 
their value. The Queen’s Plate will be run on 
the opening day, and it goes without saying 
that a new and etill deeper interest has been 
aroused over this event owing to the fact that 
last year Mr. Hendrie proved the truth of the 
homely phrase that ‘'the loogest lane has a 
turning point” by defeating Mr. Seagram, who, 
for eight successive years, had won the Guineas 
thus encouraging other owners to keep on try- 
ing. 

True, these two stables have a big advantage 
owing to the number their owners breed, but it 
is well to remember that the history of the Eng- 
lish aB well as the American turf proves that 
the great racing establishments seldc m win 
prizes proportionate to the number of race 
horses kept or the high prices paid. Again, 
during the past year the champion in America 
was Imp, and she belonged to a man who hadn’t 
even a second horse to keep her company in her 
gallops. We expect to see a larger entry for the 
Plate this year than last, and we are quite cer- 
tain that the victory of Mr. Hendrie last year 
has had a most beneficial effect upon the race 
itself. In a- word it has given hope to ot*ier 
owners that they can do likewise.— Canadian 
Sportsman. 

BREEDERS NOTE CONDITIONS. 

The wonderful entry received by the Coney 
Island Jockey Club, for which 1,241 mares 
covered in 1899 have been entered for the Fu- 
turity to be cecided in 1S02, would seem worthy 
of being considered as of far deeper signifi- 
cance than a passing testimony of the increas- 
ing prosperity in turf matters, which increase 
of prosperity is, by the way, apparent on every 
hand. 

It is a common falacy to suppose that owners, 
whether bleeders or trainers, when entering 
their horses in the various sweepstakes, are 
largely governed by the amount of money, often 
held out in the form of an alluring bait, giving 
the possible gross amount of the stake, regard- 
less of the part thereof required to b) con- 
tributed by horsemen themselves. A fallacy 
born of the belief that owners do not take the 
time , or, more often still, possess the intelligence 



to th oronghly master all the conditions of the 
sweepstakes opened, especially when they are 
at all voluminous in their statements or intri- 
cate in their bearings. 

The tot&l of 1,241 entries received for the Fu- 
turity of 1902 is an excess of 486 over those 
entered in the rsce decided last September and 
won by Mesmerist. In other woids. it is an ad- 
vance of about 40 per cent, in three seasons. It 
is true the added money has been increased 
fro m $8,750 to $10,0(0, but the increased added 
money is not commensurate with the enormous 
addi tic n to the number of entries. 

The secret may rather be found in a radical 
change that has been made in the conditions, 
which has appealed most strongly to breeders 
and owners. Hitherto the conditions of the 
entry was "by subscription of $20 each, or only 
$10 if the money be sent with the entry, for 
mareB covered in , and a further subscrip- 

tion of $50 each for the produce of such mares 
unless struck out by July 15.” Tae change in 
the conditions is the extension of the latter date 
to November 1, and the favor with which this 
four months’ extension has been received is 
manifest in the enormous increase of entries. 

T he great advantages to be gained by this ex- 
tension of time can readily be realized. It 
mea ns four months’ additional development in 
the life of the colt, enabling its owner to strike 
out or remain in with some degree of intelli- 
gen ce not to say certainty as to what his 
chan ces may be, as many of the trials take 
place in the early fall. And the breeders of the 
country have signified their appreciation of the 
chan go by increaeing the probable full value of 
the stake frem $37,000. which was about last 
year’s figare, to something like $60,000 or $70,000, 
which will aggregate its value in 1902, a9 close- 
ly as can be estimated by the officials of the 
Club.— Spirit of The Timee. 

NOTES OF TfiE TURF. 

“I bet jost $200 cn my two year-old,” remarked 
Barney Bchreiber the night after Scfala won her 
first race at Frisco, “tut lost all the winnings 
and s ome moie besides on Forte. Jnst my luck. 
I wonld have bet more on Sofala had 1 never 
seen any of the owners who bad colts in the 
race. I think every owner told me that his colt 
had worked from one to two seconds faster than 
mine. They thought they had Golden Rules 
and Yellow Tails and all that. I knew my filly 
was not much, but wonld run a tolerably good 
race. If I had not listened to these owners I 
wonld have bet $6C0 or $700 on my filly.” 

W. M., Chicago.— In a combination bet the 
odds are laid beforehand and accepted by the 
backer. Unless otherwise agreed upon, the 
combi nation is at once won by the layer if a 
horse is scratched. In a parle bet odds are not 
known in advance, and the scratching of a 
horse ODly operates to lessen the aggregate 
sum. 

Ed Mooie, of Nashville, is entitled to a mud 
pie for having a few of the most stupidly named 
youngsters that ever disfigured a racing pro- 
gram. Gotemba, Toad Raiuney and Diddie are 
samples. The fellow responsible for the nam- 
ing ought to be tied to a stomp and a mule in- 
vited te kick at him.— Canadian Sportsman. 

If reports are to be believed, Charley Patter- 
son has a crack two-year-old in his stable at the 
Memphis track. It is a brown colt by Hanover 
—Workmate, a half brother to Diana Fonse, 
who won at New Orleans recently, and to Ben 
Eder. 

At New Orleans yesterday the owner and 
trainer cf Frank McConnell and jockey L. 
Thompson were suspended pending investiga- 
tion of the contradictory running of the horse. 



AGE AND FERTILITY. 

As mares increase in years there is a tendency 
to take on flssn, and if you desire to preserve 
their fertility you will have to guard against 
this. Free range and plenty of exercise, feed- 
ing only oats and timothy hay of the best qual- 
ity, will promote a healthy condition aud keep 
down obesity. A glance at the stud book shows 
that Alice Carneal had 12 foals, her last at 23 
years of age, and her best one, Lexington, at 
14. Boston, the sire of Lexington, was 18 
when he bsgat that great horse. Queen Mary 
had 20 foals, Balrownie at 7, Bonny Scot- 
land at 10, and Blink Bonney at 11. Bonnets o’ 
Bine produced her first foal at 9;herbsst, 
Fashion by Trustee, at 10, and her last at 20. 
She was 30 years old when she died. Fashion 
raced until 12, produced first at 15, and died at 
23 in labor. The Floriz9l mare had nine foals, 
the first at 6 and the last at 20. She was 18 
when bred to Timoleon, 19, and the result was 
the famous Boston. Gamma dropped her last 
foal at 22 and died at 31. Margaret Woods, by 
Priam, had 14 foals, her last at the age of 23. 
Hegira did not produce until she was 7 aud con- 
tinued fertile until she was 21. Her best, Hira, 
by Lexington, was dropped when she was 
18. Diomedwas 28 and Lady Bolingbroke 20 
when her eleventh foal by him was ushered into 
the world. Honesty, by Expedition, had 11 foals ; 
her best, Monmouth Eclipse, at 19, aud her last 
at 25. She was 28 when she died. Grand Dach- 
ess, by Gracchus, dropped her thirteenth foal at 
the age of 24. Lady Barton, by Sir Archy, had 
20 foals, her last at 25. Magnolia, by Glencoe, 
was 20 when ehe produced the celebrated Ken- 
tucky, and Lexington, the sire of Kentucky, was 
11. Bluo Bonnet, by Hedgeford, had her first 
foal at 12 and her last at 24. 8he had 10 foala, 
Lightning when she was 18, Timnder when 19, 
and Loadstone when 22, Nantura prodaced at 7, 
and was 12 when her best foal, Longfellow, by 
Leamington, 13, was dropped. Miller’s Damsel 
produced American Eclipse at 12, and her last 
foal came when she was 18. Reel, by Glencoe, 
had 13 foals, Lecompte at 12, Prioress at 15 and 
War Dance, by Lexington, at 21. The latter 
was a wonderfully vigorous horse, and his 
daughters were in earnest demand for the stad. 
The great Pocahontas, daughter of Gleucoe, had 
15 foals, the last when she was 25. and she died 
at 33. She produced Stockwell at 12, Rataplan 
at 13, and King Tom at 14. Diomed, who died 
at the age of 81, got Florizel when 23 and Sir 
Archy, his best son, when 27. Sir Archy was 
dropped when his dam w is 8, and he lived to be 
28 years old. These facts will help breeders to 
determine at what age their mires can be bred 
to advantage, and how long they may expect 
them to continue fertile. As a matter of c >urs), 
a great deal depends upon how a mare is 
treated. If she is not keptiu healthy condition, 
ihe barren stage will soon overtake her. A mare 
may be brad for the first time at 10 or even 15, 
and acquire distinction iu the stud.— Tarf, 
Field and Farm. 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Recent reporia from San Francisco indicate 
that the suspension of jockey Tommy Burns is 
very apt to end the young man’s turf career. 
The ruling came from Joe Murphy and E. C. 
Hopper and, as they will, as members of the 
License Committee of the American Turf Con- 
gress, consider his case later, it is a certainty 
that he will not be restored to good standing 
this season. A year of idleness is pretty sure to 
and his riding, for he is growing fast, and with- 
out the hard work aud the inducements te re- 
duce, he is apt to outgrow his usefulness.
